IO.— (Spe­ 
cial.)— That the $205,000 railroad 
estimate of the cost of the proposed 
union depot at Sparta is exorbitant 
and that iii reality the improvement 
would involve only about $32,000— 
the approximation of the commission 
in an order for its erection—were 
declarations of ex-Senator 
Howard 
Teasdale at a hearing conducted be­ 
fore the railroad commission here 
Tuesday. 
The commission in an order is­ 
sued several months ago instructed 
the Chicago & Northwestern and the 
Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul rail­ 
way companies to make the improve­ 
ment. 
The 
commission estimated 
the cost at $3 2,000. 
The companies recently petition­ 
ed for a rehearing on the matter, 
maintaining that the estimates of the 
commission was far below the sum 
involved. The railroads hold that the 
depot would cost approximately $75,- 
000 and that a subway, connecting 
the tracks of the Northwestern with 
those of the Milwaukee, would in­ 
volve the expenditure of an addi­ 
tional $150,000. 
Senator Teasdale maintains that a 
subway “ such as the railroads pro­ 
pose, and which we think unneces­ 
sary, could be lined with gold for 
$130,000.” 
The depot, if re-ordered, will be 
located in the center of the city of 
Sparta. 
Mayor Charles McMillan and oth­ 
er prominent citizens of Sparta at­ 
tended the hearing.
